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City Council balks at proposed budget

The Clinton City Council held their 
regularly scheduled meeting at the 
City Hall on Monday night at 6 p.m. 

With all councilmembers present, the 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved along with the treasurer’s 
report and the City Administrator’s 
report. Clinton City Administrator 
Allen Poole was not present during the 


meeting, however, due to a personal 
conflict. 

As for the Clinton City Police report, 
Chief Snapper Seaton requested that 
the City create an ordinance pertaining 
to the open trash burning issue that the 
city has been facing. 

Seaton told the Council that 
citizens had been complaining to the 
department about people burning 
items and wondering why they weren’t 


doing anything to stop them. 

Seaton explained to the Council that 
there were no laws against burning 
rubbish within the city limits and that 
this is why he requested the ordinance 
to help eliminate the problem. 

“Paper and trees are really the only 
safe thing that should be burned,” 
stated Chief Seaton. 

The council voted for Clinton City 
Attorney Leann Wilkerson to work up 


an ordinance to be presented during 
next month’s meeting. 

The gas report discussed during 
the meeting brought up another 
discussion about Clinton taking 
over the gas services utilized in the 
city. Councilman Ivan Potter, with 
the support of the other councilmen 
and women agreed to hold a special

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Columbus could get face-lift

Seventeen homes in Columbus 
could be rehabilitated at no cost to 
the owners if the city is awarded the 
$1 million block grant that it has ap¬ 
plied for. Columbus City Clerk Me¬ 
lissa Griffith briefed the council and 
guests present at Monday night’s city 
council meeting about the grant and 
the positive impact it could have on 
the appearance of the town and the 
living condition of its residents. 

Griffith explained that Martha 
Campbell, of Hickman, is the ad¬ 
ministrator for the grant, and that 17 
homeowners have submitted applica¬ 
tions for assistance. 

The council was required to select 


a “rehab specialist” to oversee the 
work so that the grant application 
could be submitted. Two proposals 
had been submitted by area contrac¬ 
tors for the position. Proposals came 
from Ronald Stairs and Phil Johnson. 
Stairs was selected as the rehab spe¬ 
cialist for the project. 

Councilmembers present at the 
meeting included Vanessa Lightner, 
Kay Ferguson, and Sherry Holder. 
The first item of business was the ap¬ 
proval of the minutes from the coun¬ 
cil’s April 7 meeting. The council did 
not meet during the month of May. 

Griffith updated the council on the 
resident who was sited in April for 
being a “public nuisance.” The coun¬ 
cil agreed that the resident was mak¬ 


ing slow progress in cleaning up the 
mess. 

Ricky Wooten attended the meeting 
to complain about water going over 
the road due to a ditch being filled in. 
Mayor Richard Fuzzell said that he 
had spoken with the responsible party 
about cleaning out the ditch and it has 
not been done. The council agreed to 
give the resident a notice that if the 
ditch in question is not cleaned up in 
15 days, contractor Jimmy Lemons 
would be hired to do the work and 
the resident will be required to pay 
the bill. 

Another resident complained about 
large dogs are allowed to run free at 
night despite a city ordinance that re¬ 
quires dogs to be either in a pen or 


on a chain. The dogs allegedly attack 
smaller dogs and intimidate children. 
Mayor Frizzell advised the resident to 
complain to Hickman County Judge 
Executive Greg Pruitt about the issue. 

Another resident attended the meet¬ 
ing to complain about a property of 
hers being torn down without her 
permission. Councilmember Kay Fer¬ 
guson said that the resident agreed to 
have the property torn down when 
Jimmy Lemons offered to demolish 
the property at no charge. 

The next meeting of the Columbus 
City Council is scheduled for Mon¬ 
day, July 7, at 6 p.m. at the Columbus 
City Hall.

CHANGE AND 

CHANGLESS. I am an 
old man. Sixty-five years 
ago I was plowing with 
mules and a one-row 
cultivator. Running wa¬ 
ter was a run to the well 
and draw up a bucket. 

Baths were in a num¬ 
ber 2 washtub warmed 
by the sun in summer, 
by a wood stove in win¬ 
ter. Natural gas is now 
the common heating 
fuel; ours was natural 
wood. Food came from 
a flour barrel, flour sack, 
potato or turnip hill, gar¬ 
den, smoke house or 
canned food from a fruit 
jar. Now it’s from a box 
or frozen bag or some¬ 
thing to go from the fast 
food mart. 

We slept on a feather 
bed; now it’s a posture- 
pedic mattress with dual 
controls. Travel was by 
shoe leather up to two 
or three miles; beyond 
that we had a horse and 
buggy or my Model T 
Ford I bought at four¬ 
teen for twenty five dol¬ 
lars. 

We played marbles, 
pitched washers and 
horse shoes, swam in 
the creek, hunted frogs 
and birds with a sling 
shot, swung on grape 


vines, rode horseback 
and went barefoot in the 
summer for recreation. 
And, had a good time. 

There were social 
and personal morals in 
those days, generally 
accepted norms of be¬ 
havior that dated to the 
founding of our nation. 
They are mostly gone 
now-more change. As 
a nation, we are morally 
and financially bank¬ 
rupt, hardly a factor to 
be dealt with or feared 
on the international 
scene anymore. 

Some things hold true. 
God hasn’t changed

“Our board’s philosophy as a 
non-profit electric cooperative 
is to provide the highest level of 
customer service and continue 
to improve system reliability,” 
stated Greg Grissom, President 
of Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC. HFRECC’s 2014 
Spring Advisory Board 
Meeting was held at the Co- 
Op’s Boone Street location 
in Hickman on Thursday 
evening, May 22. The purpose 
of the Advisory Board is to 
assist consumer members in 
obtaining full understanding of 
the purpose and achievements 
of the consumer-owned 
cooperative, thereby meriting 
their support and to draw from 
these consumer-members their 
ideas and feelings on past, 
present, or future policies for 
Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC, thereby meriting their 
support. Approximately fifty- 
one cooperative members and 
employees were in attendance. 
Topics of discussion included 
the financial health of the 
cooperative, the upcoming 

annual meeting (Tuesday, 

June 24) and the cooperative’s 
involvement in programs such 
as the National Rural Electric 
Cooperative Association’s 
International Foundation and 
the Change for the Community, 
Inc., which HFRECC helped 
establish in 2013. 

Due to another successful 
grant application in 2013 

and participation in TVA’s 

Business Incentive Program, 
HFRECC was awarded 
$360,755.00 to install high 
output energy efficiency 
outdoor lights to replace aged 
equipment across the electric 
distribution system. The result 
was immediate savings for 
their customers and surplus 
equipment that was retired was 
used to electrify Guatemalan 
villages through NRECA 
foundation fund. The NRECA 
International Foundation is the 
charitable arm of the National 
Rural Electric Cooperative 
Association and helps bring 
electricity and its inherent 
benefits to the people of rural 
areas in developing countries. 
The Foundation delivers 
electricity to developing 
countries by coordinating and 
supporting co-op employees 
throughout the United States. 
When the recipients of the 
Foundation’s gifts have access 
to reliable electricity, families 
in developing countries become 
healthier, more productive and 
more self-reliant. In 2010, 
HFRECC donated twelve 
reclosers to the Foundation 
and in 2011 they donated 
four 3 phase regulators. “We 
(HFRECC) would also be 


interested in supporting any 
of our lineman who would 
like to take the International 
Foundation effort a step further 
by traveling to places like 
Guatemala to train employees,” 
added Grissom. 

It has been said that a little 
goes a long way. This is true 
when it comes to those few 
cents, dimes or quarters that 
one might have in their pocket 
at the end of the day. 

“Change for the Community” 
an organization affiliated with 
HFRECC is taking that concept 
a step further by rounding up 
their members electric bills. For 
example, if your monthly bill is 
$48.52, HFRECC rounds it up 
to $49. That extra $.48 cents 
is deposited into a separate 
account. HFRECC began 
this endeavor just six short 
months ago and now has over 
$10,000 in the “Change for 
the Community” account. “We 
estimated we would collect 
about $20,000 in our first year 
and we are well on our way,” 
stated Debbie Weatherford, 
employee of HFRECC and 
a non-voting member of the 
“Change for the Community” 
committee. Other non-voting 
members include Terry Polivick 
and Vercel Bryant. Voting 
members include Carol Howell, 
President, Ruth Ann Graham, 
Vice-President, Phyllis Bryant, 
Secretary, Karla Adams, 
and Deena Anderson. The 
committee will begin taking 
applications this week from 
various 501 3c organizations. 
Applications will be taken 
until June 30, 2014 for the first 
distribution of funds. After 
June 30th, the committee will 
meet and will distribute these 
funds throughout the donating 
counties. “We will be asking for 
applications from organizations 
such as the Rescue Squad, 
Senior Citizens, Habitat for 
Humanity, Rotary Scholarship 
Programs and other non-profit 
entities that fund worthwhile 
activities within our member 
serving counties,” explained 
Weatherford. “We are looking 
for ways to make positive 
changes in the community,

Before closing, Grissom 
encouraged all advisory board 
members present to inform 
other HFRECC members that 
HFRECC is seeking additional 
members for the Advisory 
Board. “The more we have, the 
better,” he said.

Remote-controlled veggies 


I t would be something if our home gardens 
would grow as fast as they do on some of 
the online games. 

While staring keenly out the kitchen 
window at our raised garden beds it made me 
think about something I 
saw over the weekend. I 
watched a farm game for 
a moment being played 
on Facebook. In a single 
swipe of the finger rows of 
veggies were planted and 
in another swipe bushels of 
corn were harvested and put 
on the market. There were 
even “real-time” classified 
ads in a newspaper to buy 
and sell. 

Our garden never grows that fast. And after 
months of tender care, there are forces in nature 
that routinely issue setbacks. It’s a sort of tug- 
of-war concept. 

Still, the sprouts of squash, peppers and 
whatever else is in there, all transplanted from 
their humble seed beginnings, are starting to 
take off. Each morning they stand up a little 
taller. Some even have small blooms. 

I have never professed to own a “green 
thumb” so to speak. If anything, my thumb 
might be called a “black thumb” as in death to 


anything that I plant. 

Many folks have a knack for nurturing and 
growing plants. Not me. Lisa is a lot better at it. 

Last year just as the blueberry bushes 
produced what looked to be a few nice rounds 
of the fruit, birds swooped in and enjoyed the 
juicy buffet. This year we put some aluminum 
pie pans on each bush. Maybe that is the reason 
the birds have left them alone, well except for 
the first one before we got the pie pans up. It 
was picked clean. 

Strawberries, too. Those plants are starting to 
produce nicely after three years and as long as 
we beat the birds to them each morning we are 
able to collect a nice batch. 

We also have deer, squirrels, armadillo and 
turkeys to go along with the normal pests. With 
the weather starting to warm I am on guard 
against the critters that devastated our grape 
arbor and rose bushes last year. So far I have 
not seen the Japanese Beetles. I expect them 
any day. 

My guess is that pests are provided in order 
to make the veggies taste so much better when 
we nurture them through maturity and into the 
freezer bags and on to the dinner table. 

Still, it would seem to be kinda nice to pick 
up my smart phone, click a few buttons and 
collect fresh veggies. Could that be next? 
Remote-controlled veggie gardens?

Harrison and Mr. Lane to be nominees for Board of Directors to be placed on a ballet were 
handed to Mr. Grissom on Friday, May 23,2014.The HFRECC Advisory Board members met to 
nominate District 3 and District 5 nominees, which have been on Board too long with stagnant 
results on Thursday, May 22,2014. Mr. Jackson said while out collecting petitions he ran across 
one advisory board member that wasn't aware of Mr. Grissom's raise of $8,646.00 in August 
2013 and board of directors giving themselves a raise to $235.00 as a standard meeting fee.

Mr. Jackson says there are many more concerns that will be expressed in the future. The 
committee is resolved to bring change to the Coop, and to lower our rates.The committee will 
be resilient in their efforts to replace Board members they believe are not doing enough to help 
the members of the Cooperative. 

I am sorry I was not able to talk to many more of you who would have signed this petition but 
there was no problem getting signatures needed at this present time.
